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Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  herewith  present  the  Annual  Report  on  the  health  of  the 
Urban  District  for  the  year  1967. 

The  birth  rate  at  15.47  per  1,000  population  showed  a  decrease 
from  the  rate  of  16.15  for  1966.  In  absolute  terms,  this  is  a  reduction 
of  14  births  from  the  number  for  1966. 

The  crude  death  rate  at  8.28  per  1,000  population  was  reduced 
from  the  rate  of  12.22  per  1,000  population  for  1966.  This  decrease 
in  absolute  terms  was  from  227  deaths  in  1966  to  1 53  deaths  in  1967 . 
There  were  nine  deaths  due  to  cancer  of  the  lung,  a  quarter  of  all 
cancer  deaths.  It  is  Government  Policy  to  discourage  smoking  and 
in  this  connection  the  Council  gave  consideration  to  the  statement 
by  the  Ministry  of  Health  on  “Smoking  and  Health,”  issued  in 
■lanuary  1967. 

I  would  again  remind  the  public  that  cervical  smear  tests  for 
the  determination  of  early  cervical  cancer  in  women  can  be  per¬ 
formed  at  the  County  Council  Clinic  in  Lime  Avenue,  Staveley. 
The  service  can  also  be  obtained  from  general  practitioners.  This 
is  an  important  advance  in  preventive  medicine,  and  the  pub'ic  is 
urged  to  take  advantage  of  the  facilities. 

Towards  the  end  of  1966,  a  meeting  was  called  by  the  County 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  to  which  all  the  County  District  Medical 
Officers  of  Health  were  invited,  to  consider  the  problem  of  Brucellosis 
in  the  light  of  Circular  17/66,  issued  by  the  Ministry  of  Health. 
Brucellosis  is  a  disease  of  cattle,  transmitted  by  milk  and  direct 
contact  and  causing  generalised  symptoms  in  man,  similar  in  part 
to  influenza.  It  tends  to  be  chronic.  There  is  no  risk  from  pasteurised 
milk,  but  raw  milk  may  present  a  risk  of  infection.  Plans  have  been 
made  to  test  raw  milk  sold  in  the  district. 

Good  progress  has  been  maintained  in  securing  Clean  Air  for 
the  district.  The  No.  1  Smoke  Control  Area  at  Hollingwood  has 
occupied  a  substantial  part  of  the  time  of  the  Public  Health 
Inspectors.  It  comes  into  operation  on  1st  September,  1968. 

There  is  considerable  interest  in  environmental  improvement 
which,  coupled  with  the  provision  of  amenities  in  individual 
dwellings,  does  much  to  improve  the  quality  of  life  in  the  district. 
Several  meetings  have  been  held  with  the  East  Midlands  Regional 
Office  of  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government. 

I  would  like  to  express  my  thanks  to  the  Council,  and  to  my 
Colleagues  for  their  help  and  support  during  the  year,  and  in  the 
writing  of  this  report.

His  first  public  health  post  was  as 
Deputy  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  Tuberculosis  Officer  to 
Oldham  and  from  there  he  moved  to  Brighouse  as  Medical  Officer 
of  Health. 

He  played  an  active  part  in  the  life  of  the  area,  his  interests 
including  golf,  football  and  the  Rotary  Club.  Following  his  retire¬ 
ment  he  remained  in  Chesterfield  and  often  took  on  temporary 
medical  work.  He  was  a  welcome  visitor  to  the  department  during 
his  retirement  and  we  extend  our  sympathy  to  Mrs.  Graham  and  her 
family  in  their  sad  loss.

SOCIAL  CONDITIONS 


The  chief  industries  in  the  area  are  coal  mining,  iron  and 
chemical  manufacturing.  A  substantial  proportion  of  the  male 
population  is  employed  in  these  heavy  industries.  A  limited  amount 
of  employment  is  available  for  females  in  industries  manufacturing 
clothing  and  motor  vehicle  accessories.  Some  additional  light 
industry  would  present  a  better  balanced  situation.  The  industrial 
sites  offered  by  the  Council  at  the  Speedwell  Industrial  Estate  will 
improve  this  position,  as  industry  is  attracted  to  the  town. 

GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES 

Midwives  and  Nursing  in  the  Home 

These  are  under  the  supervision  of  the  Derbyshire  County 
Council. 

Laboratory  Facilities 

Bacteriological  work  is  carried  out  by  the  Public  Health 
Laboratory  Service  at  Sheffield.  Chemical  analyses  are  carried  out 
by  the  Public  Analyst  at  Sheffield. 

Hospitals 

The  majority  of  patients  from  the  urban  area  are  catered  for  by 
the  Chesterfield  Royal  Hospital  and  Scarsdale  Hospital.  Morton 
Hospital  and  Lodge  Moor  Hospital  deal  with  infectious  diseases, 
and  maternity  cases  are  received  at  Ashgate  Annexe  or  at  the 
Maternity  Wards  of  Scarsdale  Hospital. 

Treatment  Centre,  Poolsbrook 

The  Treatment  Centre  at  Poolsbrook  is  operated  by  seven 
adjoining  Local  Authorities  for  the  treatment  of  Scabies  and 
Head  Lice.  During  the  year  50  cases  were  treated  at  the  Centre, 
12  of  which  were  from  this  Urban  District. 

OLD  PEOPLE'S  WELFARE 

The  activities  of  the  local  voluntary  Committees  still  continue 
and  successfully  brighten  the  lives  of  the  old  people  living  in  their 
neighbourhoods.  The  provision  of  rest  rooms  by  the  Council  is 
highly  commendable  and  reflects  a  sympathetic  understanding  of 
the  needs  of  older  people.  A  further  rest  room  was  completed  and 
opened  in  July  at  Duckmanton.  Facilities  of  this  kind  are  now 
available  in  all  communities,  but  the  provision  of  a  specially  designed 
Rest  Room  at  Inkersall  Green  would  be  an  additional  asset.

Several  persons  were  kepi  under  observation  during  the  year 
and  attempts  made  to  assist  with  their  problems.  Statutory  action 
was  not  required. 


INFECTIOUS  DISEASES 

The  year  was  not  marked  by  any  large  outbreaks  of  inlectious 
disease  but  there  were  103  measles  cases  notified  No  cases  of  food 
poisoning  were  confirmed  in  the  year.  This  is  most  commendable, 
but  every  effort  must  continue  to  be  made  to  keep  up  standards.

The  forty  houses  in  three  Clearance  Areas  relate  to  properties 
in  The  Poplars,  Ivy  Dene,  and  Chesterfield  Road,  Staveley.  The 
areas  were  subsequently  included  in  a  Compulsory  Purchase  Order, 
together  with  additional  land  adjoining  the  areas  to  secure  the 
satisfactory  redevelopment  of  the  whole.  The  Order  was  awaiting 
confirmation  by  the  Minister  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  at 
the  end  of  the  year,  and  if  confirmed  will  provide  an  excellent 
opportunity  for  new  development  in  the  centre  of  the  town. 

Houses  actually  demolished  during  the  year  include  those  at 
Duke  Street,  Staveley  and  Worksop  Road,  Mastin  Moor. 

The  nine  families  displaced  include  eight  from  Millhouses, 
Staveley  and  one  from  Worksop  Road,  Mastin  Moor.

All  the  applications  were  approved  which  included  22  from 
owner/occupiers  and  85  from  owners  of  tenanted  property. 

Of  the  tenanted  houses  which  were  improved  74  were  houses 
owned  by  the  National  Coal  Board  at  Duckmanton.  These  houses 
were  provided  with  a  washhand  basin. 

It  is  regrettable  that  no  applications  for  Discretionary 
Improvements  Grants  were  received  during  the  year. 
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Improvement  Areas 

Following  the  Government’s  publication  on  "The  Deeplish 
Study”  active  consideration  has  been  given  to  the  possibilities  of 
defining  improvement  areas  in  the  District  and  at  the  same  time 
carrying  out  some  environmental  treatment.  The  object  is  to  remove 
some  of  the  discrepancy  between  nineteenth  century  housing  and 
twentieth  century  standards.  Our  older  stock  of  structurally  sound 
houses  need  to  be  maintained  and  improved  so  that  they  do  not 
prematurely  fall  into  a  state  of  unfitness,  thus  necessitating  expensive 
replacement. 

A  study  of  the  existing  stock  of  houses  in  Staveley  indicates 
that  about  238  houses  (4%)  are  considered  to  be  unfit,  some  of 
which  are  already  included  in  Clearance  Areas  or  Redevelopment 
schemes.  The  number  of  houses  that  have  already  been  improved 
with  the  aid  of  an  Improvement  Grant  is  851,  which  is  14.35%  of 
the  total  stock  of  houses.  It  is  further  considered  that  there  may 
be  yet  475  houses  which  are  capable  of  improvement  and  have  a 
fifteen  years  minimum  life.  Of  these  475  houses  there  are  some  200 
houses  which  need  improvement  up  to  the  Discretionary  Grant 
Standard  but  there  is  no  compulsory  means  whereby  this  can  be 
achieved. 

A  survey  has  been  made  of  an  area  in  the  Lowgates  district. 
A  total  of  216  dwellings  were  visited  and  the  following  is  a  summary 
of  the  results: —

The  Compulsory  Improvement  provisions  of  the  Housing  Act 
1964  only  relate  to  tenanted  property  and  thus  it  will  be  seen  that 
only  13  of  these  houses  can  be  dealt  with  in  this  manner,  it  would, 
however,  be  advisable  to  communicate  with  the  owners  of  the 
17  owner/occupied  houses  in  order  that  they  might  be  aware  of  the 
availability  of  Grants  and  give  them  encouragement  to  provide  the 
necessary  amenities.  It  is  intended  that  this  will  be  done. 

A  further  survey  of  71  houses  at  Traffic  Terrace,  Midland 
Terrace  and  Allport  Terrace,  Barrow  Hill  indicated  that  only  one 
house  was  provided  with  all  Standard  amenities.  The  houses  are 
structurally  sound  but  having  regard  to  the  internal  arrangement  of 
the  rooms,  it  seems  abundantly  clear  that  to  produce  modern  living 
units,  it  will  be  necessary  to  make  Discretionary  Grants  available 
to  enable  the  owners  to  provide  the  necessary  facilities.  Every 
encouragement  and  all  assistance  that  it  is  possible  to  give  is  being 
offered  to  the  owners  of  this  property  and  I  am  optimistic  that  a 
scheme  of  modernisation  will  be  presented  in  the  coming  months. 
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Improvement  Areas  (continued) 

There  are  99  good  houses  at  Railway  Cottages,  Staveley,  tlie 
majority  of  which  are  occupied  by  tenants,  and  are  not  equipped 
with  a  bathroom,  internal  W.C.,  or  hot  water  supply.  Some  of  the 
houses  have  in  recent  times,  been  purchased  by  the  occupiers  and 
most  of  them  have  taken  advantage  of  the  Standard  Improvement 
Grant  Scheme.  Some  treatment  of  the  area  as  a  whole  would  assist 
to  improve  the  environment,  particularly  now  that  the  carriageway 
has  been  surfaced  and  the  smoke  pollution  from  the  adjoining 
Motive  Power  Depot  has  discontinued. 


The  Officers  of  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government, 
East  Midland  Region,  have  discussed  problems  of  implementing 
the  improvement  area  provisions  of  the  Housing  Act  and  have 
made  themselves  readily  available  in  giving  guidance,  assistance

One  application  was  approved  and 
the  other  deferred  pending  completion  of  works  to  comply  with 
the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations. 

Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1955 

The  County  Analyst  submits  information  that  the  Derbyshire 
County  Council  as  Food  and  Drugs  Authority,  obtained  72  samples 
of  food  from  the  Urban  District  during  the  year,  and  these  were 
examined  for  quality.  The  label  on  the  bottle  of  a  sample  of  Halibut 
Oil  did  not  declare  the  vitamins  present  and  the  manufacturers 
have  been  informed  of  the  necessary  amendments. 

The  public  is  becoming  increasingly  aware  of  the  importance 
of  the  satisfactory  preparation  and  sale  of  food.  Four  complaints 
were  received  and  investigated  during  the  year,  as  follows: — 

1 .  Insects  in  a  tin  of  imported  apricots. 

2.  Decomposed  condition  of  imported  tinned  corned  beef. 

3.  Feathers  in  chicken  and  mushroom  casserole. 

4.  Mould  in  confectionery. 

Investigations  were  carried  out  by  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture, 
Fisheries  and  Food  in  respect  of  imported  foods,  and  by  your 
Inspectors  in  respect  of  home  produced  food. 

Markets,  Stalls  and  Delivery  Vehicles 

Food  Hygiene  Regulations  covering  food  businesses  operating 
from  markets,  stalls  and  delivery  vehicles  came  into  operation  on 
1st  January,  1967.  These  Regulations  relate  to  the  cleanliness; 
hygienic  handling  of  food;  cleanliness  of  persons;  temperature 
control  of  certain  foods;  sanitary  facilities;  waste  materials;  and 
the  granting  of  exemptions  from  certain  requirements.  The  Regula¬ 
tions  provide  exemptions  for  bread  vans  or  delivery  vehicles  only 
carrying  covered  food  if  they  operate  from  premises  where  washing 
and  first  aid  facilities  are  provided.  Vehicles  carrying  open  food 
for  sale  by  wholesale  only  are  similarly  exempt  if  they  operate 
between  premises  where  satisfactory  facilities  are  available. 
Exemptions  are  also  provided  for  other  types  of  business. 

Vehicles  must  now  bear  the  name  and  address  of  the  person 
carrying  on  the  business,  unless  it  bears  a  fleet  number  and  is  kept 
on  his  premises. 

Eighteen  vehicles  were  inspected  during  the  year  and  two 
contraventions  of  the  new  Regulations  were  observed.  Both  cases 
were  remedied. 

Mobile  trading  has  increased  during  the  last  few  years,  and  with 
this  form  of  trading  there  needs  to  be  a  closer  supervision  of  hygiene 
standards. 
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Meat  Inspection 

There  are  no  licenced  slaughlerhouses  within  the  Urban 
I^istrict.  Meat  Traders  operating  in  the  area  obtain  their  supplies 
from  the  Chesterfield  and  Sheffield  districts. 

Registration  of  Hawkers  of  Food 

One  new  Registra'ion  was  made  during  the  year  under  the 
provisions  of  the  Dcrbys  iire  County  Council  Act,  1954. 

Common  Lodging  Houses 

There  are  no  common  lodging  houses  in  the  District. 

Animal  Boarding  Establishments 

A  Licence  to  keep  a  boarding  establishment  for  animals 
during  1966  was  not  renewed  during  the  current  year. 

Places  of  Entertainment 

Inspections  have  been  made  of  the  sanitary  conveniences 
provided  in  the  Cinema,  which  re-opened  in  September,  following 
extensive  modernisation  and  refurnishing.  The  condition  of  the 
sanitary  accommodation  is  satisfactory. 

Shops  Act,  1950 

Visits  have  been  made  to  various  shops  regarding  health 
provisions,  keeping  of  required  records  and  notices,  and  the  closing 
of  shops  at  regulation  hours. 

Caravan  Sites 

One  privately  owned  caravan  site  at  Riverdale  Park,  Bent  Lane, 
Staveley  containing  76  caravans  continued  to  operate  satisfactorily. 
The  majority  of  the  caravans  have  their  own  drainage,  water  supply 
and  electrieity  fitted  into  them.  Central  toilet  blocks,  firefighting 
appliances,  standpipes,  telephone,  street  lighting,  and  recreational 
facilities  are  also  provided. 

Two  other  licences  are  operative  in  respect  of  single  caravans  for 
residential  purposes. 

Infectious  Diseases 

Particulars  will  be  found  in  the  Medical  Officer's  Report  of 
the  number  of  cases  of  infectious  diseases  which  were  notified 
during  the  year. 

Several  investigations  were  carried  out  of  families  associated 
with  suspected  cases  of  dysentery.  This  followed  the  admittance 
into  hospital  of  suspected  cases.  Samples  from  the  members  of  the 
households  were  submitted  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory.  In 
all  cases  the  diagnosis  was  not  confirmed  and  investigations  were 
concluded. 

An  outbreak  of  vomiting  and  diarrhoea  was  investigated  at  a 
hospital  where  57  persons  were  involved.  No  food  poisoning  or 
other  significant  organisms  were  discovered. 

Filthy  and  Verminous  Premises 

The  number  of  premises  infested  by  vermin  is  very  small,  but 
the  occasional  occurrence  of  vermin  emphasises  the  need  for 
continued  vigilance. 

There  are  a  few  families  who  fail  to  maintain  their  houses  to  an 
acceptable  standard  of  cleanliness.  Repeated  inspections  have  been 
made,  but  the  families  seem  to  be  unwilling  to  co-operate  in  elTecting 
improvements.

A  substantial  proportion  of  all  Registered  premises  have 
received  an  inspection  and  defects  which  have  been  found  are  mainly 
minor  and  variable  in  nature.

Water  Supply 

Every  house  in  the  District  is  provided  with  a  piped  water 
supply  in  the  house.  There  are  no  standpipes  and  no  wells. 

The  Engineer  and  Manager  of  the  Water  Board  submits  the

Water  Board.

Public  Swimming  Bath 

The  Parks  and  Cemetery  Superintendent  submits  the  following 
report  on  the  public  swimming  bath: — 

The  open  air  swimming  bath  at  Ringwood  Park  is  75  ft.  x  30  ft. 
in  dimensions.  Enclosed  changing  accommodation  together  with 
showers  and  footbaths  are  provided.  The  bath  and  surrounds  are 
constructed  in  reinforced  concrete  and  the  surfaces  are  painted. 

The  capacity  of  the  bath  is  64,000  gallons  and  is  filled  from  the 
main  town’s  supply.  The  water  is  heated  by  a  coke  fired  boiler  and  is 
filtered  and  chlorinated.  There  is  a  complete  change  of  water  every 
four  hours.  Bacteriological  and  chemical  examinations  of  the  water 
are  conducted  by  the  Public  Analyst  at  frequent  intervals  and  have 
been  found  to  be  satisfactory. 
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Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal 

The  Engineer  and  Surveyor  submits  the  following  report  on  the 
district's  sewerage  system  and  sewage  disposal: — 

The  sewage  works  is  at  present  operating  better  now  than  it 
has  done  for  many  years.  The  new  motors  fitted  as  a  consequence 
of  the  changeover  from  30  to  50  cycles  electricity  supply  have  made 
it  possible  for  more  sewage  to  be  treated,  and  the  effluent  produced 
is  still  up  to  its  usual  high  standard. 

With  regard  to  the  sewerage  system  within  the  district,  this  is 
not  entirely  satisfactory,  but  efforts  are  being  made  to  improve 
matters.  Apart  from  the  trouble  caused  by  subsidence,  by  far  the 
worst  area  is  at  Poolsbrook,  and  a  preliminary  survey  is  being  done 
at  the  present  time  to  see  what  possible  improvements  can  be  made.

The  amount  of  deposited  matter  recorded  at  the  two  sites  again 
shows  a  reduction  from  that  in  previous  years.  The  deposited 
matter  at  Hartington  has  been  reduced  by  an  average  of  17  tons 
per  square  mile  during  the  last  five  years  and  at  Stavcley  Works  by 
13  tons  since  1961.  The  continuing  downward  trend  is  most 
encouraging.  Undoubtedly,  this  reduction  is  related  to  the  change 
of  industrial  emphasis  in  the  neighbourhood.  Old  buildings,  equip¬ 
ment  and  processes  are  being  replaced  by  new  processes  and  tech¬ 
niques,  which  control  emissions  in  a  far  more  effective  way  than 
ever  before. 

The  slag  reduction  plant  at  Hartington,  which  has  been  the 
source  of  much  atmospheric  pollution  for  years,  now  seems  to 
have  come  to  the  end  of  its  working  life  and  alternative  arrangements 
are  in  hand  for  this  industry. 

One  application  was  received  for  approval  of  the  installation 
of  furnaces  under  Section  3,  Clean  Air  Act  1956,  which  was  granted. 
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Domestic  Smoke  Control 

On  20th  December,  1966,  the  Council  made  Smoke  Control 
Order  No.  1  in  respect  of  the  Hollingwood  and  Ringwood  districts. 
This  area  is  of  252  acres  and  includes  817  privately  owned  dwellings, 
15  commercial  premises,  one  industrial  establishment  and  5  other 
premises. 

The  Order  was  advertised  in  the  area  and  submitted  to  the 
Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  for  confirmation.  No 
objections  were  made  to  the  Order  and  accordingly  the  Minister 
confirmed  it  without  modifications  on  20th  March,  1967. 

The  period  prior  to  and  since  the  date  of  confirmation  has  been 
one  of  sustained  activity.  All  occupiers  of  houses  have  been  informed 
of  the  effect  of  the  Order,  all  houses  inspected,  and  frequent  dis¬ 
cussions  held  with  the  owners  of  the  houses  who  are  to  undertake 
the  provision  of  smokeless  appliances.  The  work  of  providing  the 
necessary  alternative  smokeless  appliances  was  well  advanced  by 
the  end  of  the  year. 

Petroleum  Licensing 

The  number  of  Licences  granted  to  store  petroleum  spirit  was 
19  and  the  quantity  to  be  stored  totalled  57,350  gallons.  The  whole 
of  the  licences  granted  were  for  storage  in  bulk  in  special  tanks. 

5  underground  storage  tanks  were  tested  during  the  year  and 
all  satisfied  the  test. 

One  Licence  has  been  granted  to  store  35  tons  of  carbide  of 
calcium. 

One  Licence  has  been  granted  to  store  a  total  of  200  gallons 
of  Acetone. 

Noise  Control 

One  complaint  of  nuisance  from  noise  was  received  during  the 
year,  which  related  to  the  siren  at  the  Fire  Station  of  the  Derbyshire 
County  Council.  This  newly  erected  siren  is  situated  within  35  feet 
of  dwelling  houses  and  the  occupiers  are  seriously  affected  when  it 
is  operated.  Representations  have  been  made  to  the  County  Council 
and  discussions  were  continuing  at  the  end  of  the  year.

Refuse  Collection 

All  household  refuse  is  stored  in  3^  cu  ft.  metal  dustbins.  A 
back  door  collection  is  given  and  is  organised  on  a  three  team  basis 
using  Dual  tip  vehicles.  The  vehicles  maintained  for  the  work  of  the 
Department  are  as  follows: — 

No.  9  Karrier  Gamecock  Dual  tip,  18  cu.  yds.  capacity, 
Year  1962. 

No.  10  Karrier  Gamecock  Dual  tip,  18  cu.  yds.  capacity.

Year  1965. 

The  refuse  and  salvage  collection  service  of  the  Council  was  the 
subject  of  Work  Study  by  a  firm  of  Consultants  during  1966  and 
consequent  upon  the  receipt  of  their  Report,  negotiations  with  the 
National  Union  of  General  and  Municipal  Workers  were  continued 
during  the  year  under  review.  The  Incentive  Bonus  Scheme  proposed 
by  the  Consultants  enables  the  men  employed  on  this  work  to 
achieve  a  bonus  equal  to  33j%  of  their  basic  rate  of  pay.  This  will 
create  an  increased  cost  to  the  Council  for  an  apparently  unchanged 
service  to  the  public.  It  is,  however,  my  opinion  that  on  the  basis 
of  the  proposals  as  set  out  in  the  Report,  that  it  will  be  even  more 
difficult  to  maintain  a  satisfactory  standard  of  service  in  the  future, 
than  it  has  been  hitherto. 

The  Scheme  was  submitted  to  the  National  Joint  Council  for 
Local  Authority  Services  and  application  made  for  its  implementa¬ 
tion,  having  regard  to  the  Government’s  Prices  and  Incomes  Policy. 
Such  approval  was  given  and  the  Scheme  came  into  operation  on 
6th  November,  1967. 
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Refuse  Collection  (continued) 

It  is  yet  too  early  to  assess  the  elTectiveness  of  Work  Study,  but 
the  early  indications  are  not  favourable.  Overtime  working  has 
had  to  be  resorted  to  in  an  attempt  to  complete  the  weekly  workload 
and  consequently  bonus  earnings  have  been  proportionately 
reduced.  The  Report  docs  not  advocate  regular  overtime  working, 
but  the  introduction  of  new  working  standards  must  not  jeopardise 
the  public  health  service  to  the  community.  The  Consultants  have 
expressed  their  conviction  that  the  bonus  incentive  will  ensure  a 
regular  and  satisfactory  weekly  collection  service.  I  do  not  share 
this  view. 

A  rate  of  5.7 of  days  were  lost  du;  to  sickness  and  0.9 
of  days  were  lost  due  to  absenteeism. 

A  total  of  322,989  dustbins  were  emptied  during  the  year  and 
14.051  miles  were  travelled  by  the  vehicles. 

Refuse  Disposal 

All  refuse  is  disposed  of  on  land  at  Cemetery  Lane.  A  Tordson 
Super  Major  tractor  equipped  with  Muledozcr,  blade  and  bucket 
is  used  for  tip  levelling.  Whilst  the  tipping  is  not  fully  controlled, 
it  is  carried  out  sufficiently  well  to  prevent  nuisance.  Trespas.scrs 
on  tip,  however,  do  create  problems  and  numerous  tip  fires  can  be 
attributed  to  the  activities  of  these  persons. 

The  present  tipping  site  has  been  in  use  since  1935  and  the 
levels  now  achieved  arc  such  that  it  can  be  developed  for  an  alterna¬ 
tive  use.  Arrangements  are  in  hand  for  transferring  to  a  new  tipping 
site  on  completion  of  the  existing  area. 

Civic  Amenities  Act,  1967 

This  Act  provides  for  the  establishment  of  places  where  the 
public  may  themselves  deposit  refuse,  other  than  business  refuse, 
i'r.-c  i>f  charge,  and  gives  certain  powers  and  duties  to  the  Council 
in  relation  to  the  removal  of  abandoned  motor  vehicles  and  other 
refuse. 

Arrangements  have  been  made  whereby  the  public  may  dispose 
of  unwanted  materials  in  a  proper  manner  and  thus  avoid  the 
indiscriminate  dumping  of  refuse  and  vehicles  around  the 
countryside. 

Action  was  taken  on  six  apparently  abandoned  vehicles  during 
the  year.
